The Wnshoe Land and Water Com- 


pany proposes to construct au irrigat- 
ing ditch 18 feet wide and 5 feet deep 
from the Truokee River at Oump 25 
station to a point in Proaser Valley 
three miles north of Beno, nt a hight 
sufficient to cover Spanish Springs, 
Warm Springs, Wianamuooa 
und 


Cottenwood Valleys. The line, as 
surveyed by P. C. Uren, oj Dutch 
Flat, Cal., is very favorable indeed. 
It leaves the river ut low-water mark 
—which renders a dam unnecessary— 
and strikes at once into level, bowl, 
dary ground, which exteuda with 
few interruptions the entire thir- 
ty miles. There is next to no rook 
work and no sidehill work to speak 
of except in two places, one of half 
a mile in length just north of Ratio, 
the other on the two aides of a rocky 
canon about the middle of the route, 
which will be avoided by on inverted 
siphon or a flume 600 feet long and 
75~ high.

water to run nicely over it. It baa 
no rock or alkali, Spanish Springs 
valley, 100 feet lower, is reached by 
crossing a low divide at the north end 
of Grosser.
